Do NotUse Near Water.Do notuseyourZVOX 
Console near water, such as a bathtub, sink, swim m in g 
poolorwetbasement. To reduce the riskof fire or 
electric shock, do not expose this apparatus to rain or 
m oisture, To avoid dripping and splashing, no objects 
filled with liquids, such as vases, should be placed on 
your ZVOX Console. 

Object Entry. Never use probes of any kind to reach 
into the Console as they may touch voltage points or 
short parts that could result in a fire or electric shock. 

Stable Placement. Do notplace the Console on an 
unstable cart, stand, bracket or table.

This warranty is only valid when the system is returned to the retailer that sold the ZVOX 315 system to the original purchaser.

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1. Unpack Console, AC power supply and 2 
connecting cords - one with "RCA" plugs, and 
one w ith a "m ini plug" connecto r. 




2. Place console facing listening area, leaving 
2" of space behind it for bass port. If using the 
Console with a TV, try to align the Console 
with the center of the screen. 




3. Connect AC power supply cord to "Power" port 
on console, then plug into AC outlet. 

y|\ DO N OT plug cord into AC outlet before it is 
/ ■ \ connected to "Power" port of Console. 




4. Examine audio outputs or headphone jack of 
your TV , PC, C D/M P 3 player, game console or 
radio to determ ine if it uses a "m ini jack" or 
"RCA" connectors. Choose and connect 
appropriate cord.

5. For TV connection only: All other 
devices, skip to step 6. If connected to a TV 
audio output, push the "MENU" button on your 
remote control, then choose "AUDIO" - and 
navigate through the menu options to choose 
"SP EAKER: OFF" and "AUDIO OUT: VARI- 
ABLE" (son etim es called "AOV " on a TV's 
menu). 

If your TV's audio output can't be switched to 
"VARIABLE," or if it doesn't have audio out 
jacks, connect the ZVOX Console to the TV's 
headphone jack. Your TV's volume control will 
then control the volume of the ZVOX Console. 

If your TV doesn't have a headphone jack, or 
variable audio outputs, then you can connect 
your ZVOX Console to the variable audio 
output of your cable box. B ut other devices 
(VCR, DVD player) will not play through the 
ZVOX Console, unless they are connected 
through your cable box. If no variable audio 
output connection is available, you m ust vary 
the volume using the volume control on the 
back panel of the ZVOX Console. 




6. IMPORT ANT: Turn down volume control on 
back panel of ZVOX C on sole to about the "9 
o'clock" position. 




7. Plug other end of audio connecting cable 
into "Input 1" plug on back of ZVOX Console. 




8. Turn P ow er sw itch to "0 n." T hen activate 
TV , PC, CD/ MP 3 player, radio or other audio 
device. 




volum e control of TV / PC/A udio Device 
set at about 75% of m axim urn , turn up the 
volume of ZVOX Console all the way, or until 
audible distortion occurs. If distortion occurs, 
turn ZVOX volume control down until distortion 
goes away. 

1 0. Listen and enjoy. W hen you're finished, 
sim ply turn off your TV /a udio source. U se the 
volume control or remote control of your TV/ 
audio source to vary the volume to suit your 
taste. 

After 3 m inutes without receiving an audio 
signal, your ZVOX Console will automatically 
shut down its am plifier. When you turn on your 
TV/audio source, the ZVOX Console will 
a u torn atically turn itself on again. T he auto 
turn-on function takes 1-2 seconds. Note: If 
auto shutdown occurs when listening at very 
low volume levels, you may need to adjust the 
ZVOX volume control DOWN somewhat, and 
turn the volume of your TV/audio source UP. 
This will assure a strong enough signal to 
prevent inadvertent shutdown.

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A few opportunities for fine-tuning. 



1. If your TV, CD player, PC or other audio 
source plays too loudly, even with its volume 
control turned only part way up, you m ay want 
to reduce the volume level on the back ofyour 
ZVOX Console ("Main Volume"). 

2. If you hear a consistent "hiss" or hum from 
your ZVOX Console, try turning UP the 
volume of your TV or other audio source, and 
then set the ZVOX volum e level LOW ER. If 
your TV is connected to a cable box or 
satellite receiver, try turning its volume control 
UP - so that w hen you switch from your cable 
box to your DVD player, they play at about the 
same level. As a rule of thumb, try setting 
each device at about 7 5 -9 0 % of its m axim urn 
volume level -- then turn the ZVOX Console's 
volum e control up as far as it will go without 
distorting. After that, m ake all volum e 
adjustments from your TV or other audio source. 

In some cir cum stances, you w ill hear excess 
hiss if your TV /audio source is turned up TOO 
high. If this happens, try adjusting the TV/ 
audio source sound level DOWN and turn the 
ZVOX Console volume UP. 



Please keep in m ind that your ZVOX Console 
is a highly accurate audio system that may 
reveal noise or distortion that other speakers 
did not reproduce. T his is not the fault of the 
ZVOX C on sole, w hich is sim ply reproducing 
the signal it receives. 

3. The PhaseCue control adjusts the size of 
the perceived "sound stage." Feel free to 
adjust it w hen playing different kinds of audio. 
So m e people prefer slightly m ore, or slightly 



less PhaseCue effect. The recommended 
setting is "1 1 -3 o'clock" on the control. If the 
sound is overly bright (too m uch treble), try 
turning down the PhaseCue control. 

3. If you are placing the Sound Console on the 
floor, in a corner, or near the ceiling, you may 
find that it produces too much bass - resulting 
in a "m uddy" sound. If this happens, turn down 
the subwoofer level control until the "m uddy" or 
"boom y" sound goes away. 




"Input 1 " jack is for connecting audio connector cable from TV , P C or other audio source. 
"Output (Input 2)" jack is for connection of optional powered subwoofer, and also acts as a second, 
m ixing input. It will only act as an input if another device is already connected to the "Input 1 " jack. 
"Main Volume" is a "set and forget" volum e control. After initial setup, you shouldn't need to adjust it. 
"Phase Cue" adjusts the size of the sound stage. P roper setting for m ost uses: "1 1 -3 o'clock." 
"Subwoofer Level" adjusts bass output.
